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Remarks/Arguments 

The Examiner has indicated (in the most recent Office Action dated July 29, 
2004 section entitled "Allowable Subject Matter") that claims 3-14, and 17-20 are 
objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicants have canceled original claims 1-20 and rewritten the limitations 
previously included in dependent claims 3, 6, 9, 12, and 17 in independent form as 
new claims (including all of the limitations of the base claim and intervening 
claims). Also presented as new claims, are limitations included as dependent 
claims 4-5, 7-8, 10-11, 13-14, and 18-20. Having complied with the Examiner's 
requirements for allowable subject matter, applicants believe the claims are now in 
condition for allowance. A chart of cross-references between old claim numbers 
and new claim numbers is presented for convenience purposes.
